HUGE SUCCESS 


+ 600 DELEGATES ATTEND MEETING IN 
OAKLAND; MUST REGISTER T0 VOTEIN 


ORDER TO DEFEAT MEASURE 


Exceeding the most optimistic expectations, over 600 dele- 
gates from unions north of Fresno, representing two accredited 
delegates from each local, packed the Oakland AFL building 
last Sunday to complete campaign plans against Senate Bill 877. 

No time was lost getting down to business as F. B. Fulmer of 


of the Oakland campaign com- 
mittee called the delegates to 
order. After several introduc- 
tory speeches, including one by 
Mr. Allen, of the Payroll Guar- 
antee association, and several an- 
nouncements, the gavel was turned 
over to Neil Haggerty, president of 
the California State Federation of 
Labor, who got the principal part 
of the business under way by in- 
troducing Secretary Vandeleur. 


Reviews Fight Against Bill 

® with great emphasis and pre- 
cision, the secretary of the Cali- 
fornia State Federation of Labor 
reviewed the background of the 
fight and outlined the program to 
be taken for the future. Time and 
again tHe delegates applauded their 
approval of the speaker’s com- 
ments as he scored the enemies of 
labor for their underhanded and 
un-American attacks on the trade 
union movement. 


“It is just as important for 
you to register as a voter as to 
throw your money into this 
campaign,” Vandeleur declared. 
“If we get our people to the 
polls in November, there is no 
question that we shall win this 
fight with a decisiveness that 
will dumfound our enemies. 
That is our big job —to get the 
men, women and friends of la- 
bor to become registered voters 
and take enough interest to 
cast a vote when the time 
comes.” 


Secretary Vandeleur then pro- 
ceeded to expose the unfairness of 
athe daily newspapers in their 
handling of -this-and. other tesves 
affecting the most fundamental 
rights of labor. “There is only one 
way of defending ourselves against 
this discriminatory treatment, and 
that is for labor and its hosts of 
friends to support their labor papers 
in the various communities and 
keep in mind the need of daily 
labor papers in the principal cities 
of the state.” 


Reapportion Senate 

Another high point touched upon 
by the secretary was the necessity 
to get the state senate reappor- 
tioned, and to elect the right kind 
of people to the two state 
chambers. “What's the use of de- 
feating bills like this slave bill, if 
we elect the same kind of assem- 
blymen who pass such bills!” the 
secretary demanded. 

The urgency of supporting the 
“This is our America” radio pro- 
grams came in for a great amount 
of discussion by the speaker.» He 
warned the delegates that unless 
labor kicks through, the radio pro- 
gram will fal) flat. Rapt attention 
was given by the delegates to the 
speaker throughout his address, 
which covered the field of the fed- 

™ eration’s activities. 


Services to Wake Island Workers 

Secretary Vandeleur§ digressed 
from his speech on one occasion to 
inform the delegates that the fed- 
eration’s campaign in behalf of the 
Wake island civilian employes and 
their dependents was making satis- 
factory progress, and this was 
greeted with a rousing ovation 
from the audience. That the fed- 
eration was now much more than 
a legislative body and was capable 
of giving the unions all the ser- 
vices they would be in need of was 
another point mentioned by the 
secretary. 

President Haggerty reemphasized 
the salient points in the fight 
against the senate bill after Secre- 
tary Vandeleur had finished speak- 
ing, and then state: “I know that 
there are some people here from

Shipyard Workers 
To Save Millions 
For Uncle Sam 


With 70 representatives of unions, 
with membership employed at the 
Todd and Richmond shipyards, in 
attendance at a meeting Wednes- 
day it was agreed to work the 
“around the clock” method at both 
yards, thereby saving Uncle Sam 
at least $10,000,000 annually, ac- 
cording to last minute reports re- 
ceived by the Journal. 

The work will be staggered, the 
representatives said, and a straight 
i-day week will be placed in force 
@ soon as possible. All time will 
be straight time with the exception 
of one day, which shall be paid at 

@ the rate of time-and-one-half. 

The representatives said it will 
speed up production at least 30 per 
cent besides saving millions of 
dollars for the government.

Labor Can Win, Says Haggerty 
Calling upon the delegates to 
carry on, President Haggerty said, 
“You have heard the true state- 
ments of facts as presented to you 
by the secretary of the federation. 
What he told you were the truths 
of the situation. If we really get 
behind the federation’s drive, there 
isn’t the slightest reason for our 
failing not only to repeal this 
vicious anti-labor measure, but also 
to accomplish all the necessary re- 


forms that are to the interest of 
labor.” 
President Haggerty introduced 


Daniel Flannigan, of the western 
office of the American Federation 
of Labor, and then called upon Jim 
Carter, head of the California state 
motor vehicle department, to say a 
few words. 

Mr. Carter, who is also a member 
of the international ladies’ garment 
workers’ union, expressed his un- 

ualified support of labor in its 
fight against the senate bill and 
brought greetings from the gov- 
ernor and the assurance that he 
was also with them in this im- 
portant campaign. 

Musicians Give Services 

Clarence King, secretary of the 
musicians’ union, explained to the 
delegates how his organization was 
trying to do everything possible to 
make the fight against Senate Bill 
877 as successful as the one they 
made against proposition No. 1. He 
complained that from his know- 
ledge it seemed that everybody 
listened to the federation’s radio 
program, “This is our America,” 
except labor. He also stressed the 
need for the unions to advertise 
this program in their localities so 
that it can become as widely known 
as any over the air. 

Delegates Enthused 

A number of delegates took the 
floor to express their wholehearted 
support of the federation’s cam- 
paign and promised that upon their 
return to their respective localities 
they were going to jack up the in- 
terest of their unions. Honor rolls 
with the names and amounts of the 
unions’ contributions to the “Hot 
Cargo” and radio funds were given 
to the delegates as well as stickers 
for automobiles calling upon voters 
to register for the coming election. 

The meeting ended with a high 
note of enthusiasm and the dele- 
gates were able to leave without 
feeling worn out by long, tedious 
and boring speeches. 

There never was a better repre- 
sentation of men from labor, seri- 
ous of purpose, eager to learn the 
latent developments in this all- 
important fight, as well as what 


their locals must do in the coming | 


months in order to crown the long, 
difficult campaign against Senate 
Bill 877 with success. That the sec- 
retary’s report made a strong im- 
pression upon the delegates was 
evidenced by the comments many 
of them made as the meeting broke 
up and their reaction was that they 


would support the federation all | 


the way. 


6,000,000 WOMEN ARE 
READY FOR WAR JOBS 


Uncle Sam can call on at least 
6,000,000 women for war jobs this 
year. Miss Mary Anderson, direc- 
tor of the women’s bureau of the 
department of labor, declared re- 
cently. 

About 5,000,000, she said, can be 
drawn from among housewives who 
have no children over 10 years of 
age, and the rest from unemployed 
women registered with employment 
offices and from young women 
who finish school terms in June.

A Disgrace— 

Speaking of unemployment, 
here’s something disgraceful: 

To acquire fully insured status 
under the federal social security 
system, a worker must receive 
wages of at least $50 per quarter. 
Modest as that sum is, nearly 18,- 
000,000 of the 41,000,000 workers on 
the rolls had failed to earn it up 
to 1939, and, therefore, could not 
claim full protection. 

This startling disclosure was 
made this week by the national as- 
sociation for social security, which 
reviews an analysis of social se- 
curity rolls for the entire years, 
1937-1939, 

That nearly 18,000,000 workers 
earned less than $50 per quarter 
in the 12 quarters surveyed results 
from unemployment and irregular 
employment rather than from low 
wages, the association said. 

One group of workers totaling 
8,600,000, the association declared, 
were paid wages in only four of 
the 12 quarters. 

This is something we should 
guard against after this war!

I heard just last 
night about a boy just out of junior 
college who has gone to work in 
an aeroplane factory at $1.20 per 
hour for eight hours, and then time 
and a half for overtime; and for 
two weeks he worked 20 hours a 
day at those rates,” 


First of all, Mr. Taylor should 
know better than to report an in- 
cident of this kind until he has 
checked its truthfulness. We might 
inform Mr. Taylor that such a boy 
could not have earned a penny} 
more than 56 cents an hour, which 
is specified in the union’s contract 
with the employers. Mr. Taylor 
must surely know that a man 
boasting of being objective and sci- 
entific in his approach and con-| 
cerned only with the best inter- 
ests of his country should be the 
last person to engage in spreading 
rumors, especially of the kind that 
tends to discredit the producers of 
our nation. 


If his other remarks were of the 
same calibre as the above, we are 
in little doubt as to their value. 
Incidentally, Mr. Taylor, could you 
give us the name of the boy you 
mentioned and where he is em- 
ployed?

Illness Insurance Urged

Facing the Facts 


Do you believe what you read in the newspapers about labor? Here 
are a few samples, culled in a single week. 

The United Press put out a story, which was widely published, to the 
effect that the war labor board had decided in advance on a formula for 
settlement of the union shop issue in the steel cases pending before it. 

Chairman Davis promptly scotched this lie. “The dispatch is wholly 
without foundation,” he said. Did the newspapers carry this denial 
prominently? They did not. 

Mr. Davis also had something to say about exaggerated press reports 
about strikes. “The fact is,” he declared, “that since early last Novem- 
ber the interruption of war production by strikes has been reduced 
almost to the vanishing point.” 

Did the newspapers feature this statement? They did not. 

Instead, the daily press played up baseless and inflated strike figures 
put out as anti-labor propaganda by the national association of manu- 
facturers. Secretary of Labor Perkins protested. “The department “of 
labor has been publishing accurate figures on strikes for the past eight 
years,” she said. ‘No newspaper ever mentions these, however. But 
when the national association of manufacturers releases a lot of inflated 
figures, the newspapers fall all over themselves to give them a big play.” 

Here’s another story. Again the United Press was the culprit. It put 
out a yarn charging that a national labor relations board investigation 
of company unionism at Curtiss-Wright aircraft plants was delaying 
airplane production. It was even suggested that the board’s action was 
holding up parts needed for American planes grounded in the far east. 
Anonymous army and navy officials were the “authority” for this state- 
ment. The story was widely published. 

It was immediately and indignantly denounced by the national labor 
relations board, which charged the story was part of a conspiracy to 
terrorize the board into abandoning efforts to protect workers. 

“Such attempts to force the board to abandon its functions have 
been made before,” said the statement. “The public should know 
that in each instance it has been the board’s experience that prompt 
hearings have allayed tension and unrest, which otherwise would 
have immediate and disastrous consequences. An opportunity to 
present issues at hearings before labor boards is the method provided 
by the government for avoiding strikes and lockouts.” 

This was an important and significant statement. Did you see it in 
the newspapers? We didn’t, and we made quite a search for it. 

Let’s take another case. This started with the publication of a Page 1 
box in the New York Times to the effect that labor leaders were to be 
exempted from the draft at the request of the AFL. Immediately 
columnists and editorial writers picked it up with due expressions of 
horror. 

President Green, in behalf of the AFL, forcefully denied that the 
federation had ever asked or would ever ask for special treatment of 
labor representatives. A few newspapers carried a small item on this 
{denial but they buried it far inside their pages.
